6. EXECUTIVE AND ADMINISTRaTIVE POWERS 

Centrol over executive and administrative powers of the Reich 
was secured to and concentrated in the Central Government of the Nagis -- 
the Cabinct -— by a series of steps that eliminated the separate states 
(Lancer) as administrative bodies and reduced them to mere geographical 
divisions. The preliminary processes in that cirection were completed 
on 30 January 1934 with the enactment of the Law for the Reconstruction 
of the Reich. By that law the states were definitely deprived of their 
cheracter as States, their legislative assemblies were abolished and 
their sovereign powers transferred to the Reich.

Thus all of the Ministries, with the exception of the Ministry of 
Propaganda, the Ministry of Air and the Foreign Office, were lined up 
in time of peace for purposes of war planning according to a law 
enacted by the Cabinet itself, in three groups headed respectively by 
the Plenivotentiary for Economy, the Plenipotentiary for Administration 
and the OK, all of whom were in fact members of the Cabinct.
